plants, one pear Montreal, the other | 
near Toronto. These at first would! 
be assembling plants; Jater they 
might produce aircraft themselves, 
There would be two groups in the 
central organization, one in Montreal 
consisting of three large aircratt 
companies, the other in Toronto also 
of three companies. Other companies 
will work on sub-contracts trom these 
groups. The central company will al- 
locate orders to the various associated 
companies, Later on orders for air 
craft will be given to firms in Fort 
William and Vncouver. The general 
principle on which the scheme was! 
planned was to “mobilize the whole | 
of the existent aircraft industry and! 
to develop it on a long range pro- 
gramme to supply British planes re- 
quired”. The Canadian plants will 
make the frames and engines will be 
shipped from Britain so that the com- 
pleted planes will be flown to the 
British Isles. Thus from Canadian)

| What can | do to get more ripe fruit 
| From My Tomatoes 


The atter ripening of green fruit is 


used quite extensively in certain di 
triets and is a good means of having 
tomatoes over long period in the fall 
The fruit does not colour up as well 
as when it is sun ripened, but regard 
less of the colour gradation it is much 
appreciated long after the frost has 
killed the plants in the field. Tomatoes 
at Christmas time ia not unusual 
where this method is used. The green 


fruits may be spread out in a dry place | 


to ripen or they may be wrapped. The 
wrapping method economizes on 
space since the fruits are wrapped in 
dividually in newspaper or some pre- 
fer red flannel cloth and placed on a 
| cardboard box, The box is then put in 
}a warm place. When the tomaioes are 
| being handled it is wise not to drop o1 
bruise them since bruised fruits rot 
very quickly. 

The use of self-pruning 
such as Bison, Fargo and Polar Circle 
has become
